away with by Government. It is a matter of surprise and 
regret that even in jails, which are intended to be places 
of correction, Europeans and natives are not treated in the 
same way. The special indulgences shown to European 
convicts cannot but cause great irritation among native 
convicts. To begin with the beginning. As soon as a 
native convict, who is sentenced to imprisonment for a term 
exceeding one month, enters the jail, his head is entirely 
shaven and his moustaches and beard are close clipped, even 
if he be a Maulvi. As to the clothing supplied: him on 
admission, he gets an ugly looking shirt with half sleeves, 
& cap like the one worn by beggars and sweepers,andasmall —— 
and narrow piece of elt: to wear rene ae loins. . do ie

On the other hand, the dress supplied to European convicts 
is just like that worn by them at their homes in shape and 
cut, only it is made of dusutt cloth. Natives are not allowed 
shoes, and consequently get sore feet, while Europeans receive 
strong boots, which even injure the flooring. The bedding al- 
lowed to Europearis is made‘of cloth and is fairly thick and 
soft, but that provided for the other class is something horrible, 
and for any one to lie down on it is torture. it would bea 
good thing if the Government officer, who has sanctioned the 
supply of that bedding for natives, had to use it once himself. 
As regards diet, natives get two chapdtis und alittle ddl in the 
morning and evening, and a small quantity of parched gram 
atnoon. There is no variation in their food except that a bad 
kind of vegetable is sometimes issued:to them in place of dal. 
Probably the cost of the rations of a native prisoner does not 
exceed one anna a day. On the other hand, six annas are 
sanctioned for the daily food of each European convict, and 
his diet consists of meat, bread, butter, eggs, rice, sugar, milk, 
tea, &c.! No European is loaded with any kind of irons, 
though, of course, if he attempts to escape, fetters are placed 
on him. Natives, sentenced to rigorous imprisonment, have 
to carry on their ankles heavy iron rings three or four seers 
in weight. In the case of prisoners sentenced to simple impri- 
sonment the rings are alittle lighter. The fetters imposed in 
case of an attempt at escaping weigh no less than seven and-a- 
half seers. The pain caused'to the convicts by these ankle- 
rings and fetters in walking, sleeping and working may be bet- 
ter imagined than described. In winter the irons get.cold and 
in summer hot, and consequently become a great torment. As 
regards the employment of the respective kinds of conviets, the 
less said the better. Europeans who are able to read and write 
are, as a rule, employed at office work, but, of course, illiter- 
ate men among them have to perform manual labour. But 
still the same amount of labour is not: exacted from them as 
from their native brethren.' ‘The ‘social position of native 
prisoners is seldom taken into consideration at the tin ) of 
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apportioning labour. Sometimes a guondam. Extra Assistant 
Commissioner and, a sweeper. are to be found.sweeping the 
floor side by side! Sometimes prisoners are; used in,place 
of cattle for drawing water. from wells throughout: the day. 
The Rafig also refers to other, kinds.of hard labour, such as 
paper-polishing, &.,,exacted, from prisoners, and. observes 
that natives are obliged silently to bear every. ill-treatment to 
which they may be subjected in jail. However, Englishmen 
should remember the day of judgment when they will have to 
appear before the Almighty God who has entrusted to them 
the destinies of millions in this country, and will:be called on 
to give an account of their stewardship. It can never be the 
wish of Her Majesty, who loves her subjects as her own 


children, that natives should be treated in this harsh man- 
ner, | 


The Aftdb-i-Panjéb (Lahore), of the 21st August, refers

regular convicts, and no indulgence is shown even to persons 
of rank and position.

Even punkha and ialét are supplied to him during the hot 
weather.

However, it must be said to the credit of Sir Rivers Thompson 
that he took the trouble of recording a resolution in the 
case, and did not send a stereotyped reply to the memorialists 
(as Sir Charles Aitchison would have done) saying that he could 
not interfere with the proceedings of the Courts of Justice. 
(The Koh-i- Nur, Lahore, of the22nd August, is of opinion that 
when the husband of the deceased woman had himself expres- 
sed a desire that Tinkori P4l should not be hanged, and the as- 
sessors and the Chief Justice had recommended him for mercy, 
the Lieutenant-Governor should have commuted thé sentence.) 


Case of Tinkori Pal. 


The Najmu-l-Akhbér (Etawah), of the 20th Angust, 
referring to the case of Tinkori PAl, 

who was lately hanged at Calcutta for 
killing a seciiinke, remarks that when he ascended the scaffold 
at the time of his execution, he addressed the crowd present 
on the occasion, saying that his case should serve as a warn- 
ing to them, and that the use of spirituous me and his 
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sinful.intimacy with a prostitute were the cause of his death. 
These are noteworthy words, and ‘persons who lead-an immoral 
life should take them to heart, There is another thing to. be 
noticed about this case. The assessors that tried the accused 
strongly recommended him for mercy ; but the. Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal did not find it possible to commute the 
sentence. Had the accused been a European, he would:have 
been let off with three or four years’ imprisonment in consider- 
ation of his youth and his drunkenness at the time of commit- 


ting the offence. But he was a nigger, and consequently 
found no mercy. 


The Ghamkhwér-i-Hind (Lahore), of the 15th August,

The police 
have not succeeded in apprehending the robbers or recovering 
the stolen property ina single case. People do not now often 
report thefts to the police, for they think that a police inves- 
tigation will only put them and their neighbours to a deal 
of unnecessary inconvenience in vain. The prevalence of 
theft is not entirely due to ueglect and incapacity on the part 
of the police, but it is also attributable to other causes. The 
police force has teen reduced to about one-third its former | 
strength, and each constable has such a large war in his 
charge, that he takes several hours in once going oven :
